The  news  from  Ui'iiguay  are  sliil  very 
meagre  and  uncertain  in  character.  Il  is 
known  that  General  Arredondo  crossed  the 
fronlier  some  time  ago  with  a  force  var- 
iously estimated  from  1,500  to  2,000  men, 
we!l  armed  and  supplied  with  cannon. 
The  invasion  is  also  admitted  in  official 
dispatches  from  Montevideo,  from  whence 
come  statements  to  the  effect  that  the  ex- 
dictator,  General  Sanios,  has  taken  the  field 
in  person  against  the  invaders.  Aside  from 
this  nothing  is  known.  Arredondo  some 
time  ago  issued  ids  manifesto,  in  which  lie 
declared  an  intention  of  moving  directly  on 
the  capital ;  but  whether  he  is  doing  this, 
or  is  yet  engaged  in  recruiting  and  organiz- 
ing, is  notknown.  It  is  probable,  however, 
that  Arredondo  is  advancing  toward  Monte- 
video and  that  Santos  is  liesitaiing  lo  meet 
him,  because  the  rigid  censorship  exercised 
by  the  Uruguayan  government  over  news 
dispatches  will  render  it  impossible  to  obtain 
news  unfavorable  in  character,  while  it  is 
probable  that  every  favorable  turn  in  affairs 
will  be  speedily  made  known  by  the  govern- 
ment itself  For  tliis  reason  we  are  of 
opinion  that  silence  in  regard  lo  the  com- 
batants may  be  interpreted  as  nnfavtirable 
to  the  existing  government.  From  ilie 
latest  mail  advices  it  would  seem  that  some 
outrages  upon  Brazilian  citizens  in  Uruguay 
have  been  reported,  but  whether  any  steps 
have  been  taken  in  the  matter  by  Brazil  is 
notknown.  The  diplomalic  policy  of  this 
latter  country  is  to  keep  everything  carefully 
concealed.  In  the  Argentine  Republic 
there  is  universal  sympathy  expressed  for 
the  cause  of  the  revolutionists,  and  much 
assistance  in  various  ways  has  been  afforded 
them.  To  keep  up  an  appearance  of  neu- 
trality, the  Argentine  government  has  re- 
solved to  send  some  gunboats  up  tlie 
Uruguay  river  to  prevent  the  cro.ssing  of 
any  hostile  force  into  the  neighboring 
republic,  but  this  was  not  done  until  it  was 
known  that  Arredondo  was  safely  across. 
In  view  of  these  events,  and  the  failure  to 
check  the  conspiracy,  the  relations  between 
the  two  governments  have  become  very 
much  strained.  In  Uruguay  the  talk  against 
the  Argentine  Republic  is  very  belligerent. 


exceed  this  sum,  as  t!ie  Paulista  company 
received  a  considerable  sum  at  the  outset 
of  its  career  which  was  afterwards  paid  back, 
and  the  Mogyana  company  has  been 
steadily  paying  off  its  indebtedness  of  this 
character  for  several  )-ears  pafit.  Nearly  halt 
of  the  existing  total,  however,  has  been 
advanced  by  the  general  government  on  the 
guarantee  held  by  tlie  Sao  Paulo  and  Rio 
de  Janeiro  company,  but  whicli  is  debited 
to  the  account  of  the  province.  The  S;lo 
Paulo  railways  have  therefore  cost  the  i.irov- 
ince,  in  cash  and  debt  obligations,  a  total 
of  nearly  11,000,000$,  and  to  what  end  ? 
Has  the  province  received  benefils  from 
these  enterprises  commensurate  with  the 
sacrifices  made.?  And  have  the  people  most 
benefitted  paid  their  proportional  part  of  the 
cost.?  These  are  questions  which  may  now 
be  studied  to  advantage.  It  is  dear  that 
four  of  the  lines  constructed  are  doing  well 
and  are  materially  aiding  the  development 
of  the  province,  but  none  of  these  are  now 
receiving  public  aid.  One  of  them  was 
started  without  any  guarantee  whatever,  and 
is  paying  its  way  from  the  start.  As  for  the 
others,  those  built  under  guaranteed  conces- 
sions to  places  lacking  the  means  to  support 
a  railway,  Uiey  are  still  pensioners  upon  the 
public  treasury  and  are  practically  doing 
very  little  toward  developing  their  sections 
into  a  position  of  industrial  independence. 
Under  such  circumstances  it  is  time  to  in- 
quire whetlier  it  is  just  and  politic  to  tax  a 
■whole  communit)',  including  many  persons 
and  places  not  benefitted  by  railways,  in 
order  to  insure  railway  communication  to 
localities  which  have  not  and  will  not  j)rop- 
erly  support  the  enterprise.  There  are  two 
sides  to  lhi.s  question  ol  railwa)-  guarantees, 
of  which  but  one  has  thus  tar  been  tuined 
uppermost. 


remembered  in  that  city.  It  seems  a  pity 
that  such  administrators  as  Councillor  Joilo 
Alfredo  and  Dr.  F-scragnoUe  Tannay  should 
devote  so  little  of  their  time  lo  the  work  of 
infusing  order  and  purpose  into  the  govern- 
ment of  the  provinces.

It  is  rare  indeed  that  this,  or  anv 
other  province,  has  had  the  good  fortune  of 
having  sd  able  an  adniiiii-traliir  at  the  head 
of  its  ali'air-:.  DurinL,'  his  luicl'  pivsidency 
he  has  cleared  aw:iy  an  (ihiMiMii-.  ;unnuiit 
of  accumulaled  wurk.  \\\^  has  put  many 
matters  straight  which  had  got  fairl}'  started 
on  the  wrong  road,  ami  he  has  inaugurated 
improvements  which  can  not  fail  to  result 
in  great  benefits  to  the  province.  Chief 
among  these  is  the  exploration  of  the  Para- 
napanema  region  which  is  just  being  or- 
ganizeti,  and  which  promises  In  u[)en  up 
one  of  the  best  .sections  ol  the  province. 
Noliiing  is  more  certain  than  that  tiie  future 
seat  of  population  and  industry  will  be  in 
the  valley  of  the  Parana.  With  it-s  vast  ex- 
tent, its  unrivalled  river  ways,  its  s.ilubrious 
climate  and  fertile  soil,  it  certainly  uught  to 
easily  support  a  large  population  and  pro- 
vide for  countless  industries.  It-,  une  groat 
drawback  is  its  isolation  froni  the  .^oa.  Wc 
do  not  know  that  the  president  of  S^o  Paulo 
has  the  future  of  this  great  valley  in  mind 
in  seeking  to  open  the  valley  of  the  Parana- 
panema  for  settlement,  but  it  is  certainly 
one  step  in  that  direction.  Then,  too,  his 
interest  in  the  improvement  and  embellish- 
ment of  the  provincial  capital,  such  a.s  the 
reclamation  of  the  bottom  lands  in  the  Braz 
suburb,  and  his  practical  srdution  of  many 
conflicting  interests,  .'^uch  as  the  tralhc 
union  of  the  three  railways  centering  there, 
will  make  his  administration  one  to  be  long 


L'.N'nKR  the  recent  stimulus  exerted  by  the 
Sociedade   Central   de  Iramigra^.'lo  of  this 
city,  nearly  every  city   in   the  Empire  now 
has  an  immigration  society  organized   for 
active  work.     In   most  cases,  however,  the 
object   of    these   societies  seems   to    be   lo 
acquire  European  emigrants  and  to  carry 
on   a  propaganda  for  that  end.     A\'e  have 
on   several   occasions  stated  our  belief  that 
such   purposes  as   these    are    ill-timed  and 
censurable,  because  they  seek  to  locate  im- 
migrants in  the  cuuniry  before  it  is  ready 
for  them.     To   place   poor   foreigners  with 
their  families  on   available  public  lands  at 
this  time,  or   to  hind  them  bv  contracls  li> 
the  estates  of  the  great  propi'ietors,  is  simply 
lo  expose  them  needlessly  lo  hardships  and 
dis;^ppointmenis  wliich  bear   most  severely 
upon  them  and  result  in  no  advantage  to 
the  counirj'.     Until   the  conditions  of  life 
are  more  favorable  to  free  labor  and  small 
proprietors,   immigration  should  he  rigidly 
discouraged.     Under  better  laws  and  nmre 
favorable  conditions,   the  advantages  which 
Brazil  cnuKi   oli'cr  lo  the   emigrant    would 
be    highly    fivorablr,     and    would  CL-rtainly 
attract  uiuhiliuk-s  of  tli 
liiU  a.s  nKUli.'rs  ^lill  ^t,i 
are  more  than  counterbalanced   by    ihc   art- 
ilicial  disadvantages   which    restrictive   laws 
and  antiquated  cusloms  impose.     And  sliil 
further,    the   existence   of  slaverv    and  the 
slave-holding  instinct  render  it  lughly  neces- 
sary that  the  free  immigrant  laborers  should 
be    carefully   protected   by    law    in    all    his 
personal    and    properly    rights.      ln~tead    ol 
this  the  tendency  of  K'gislali(in  is  ail   on  the 
side  of  the  eu]plo\i>r — favoring   the   strong 
againsl  tlie  weak.      .\s    we    ba\'e  again    and 
again  argued,   all   diis  i^   radically    wrong. 
The   free    immigrant    must    be    made    in- 
dependent, and  mu.sl  be  placei,!  on  terms  of 
equality  with  Brazilian  ciuzens.     Me  should 
be  providetl  with  land  near  a   market    town 
or  on  a  good  line  ol  communicalion,  \\\w\<t 
his    products    can    liii'l    a    rrad\-  sale.      Me 
should  not  l)e  treated  cither  as  a    liegi2;ar,    a 
pensiiuier.    or    a     servant.        Every     facility 
should  be  given   him   for   the  selection   of 
land,  and    perfect  titles  should    be  guaran- 
teed, which  should  be  carefully  registered  in 
a  public   ofhce.     kw<\    then,    after    he   lias 
setded  upon  his  land,  he  should  l)e  treated 
exact!)'  like  his  Brazilian  neighbor.     Sjiecial 
laws  are  very   apt  to  be  speci.d    iniquities. 
The  immigrant  who   will   be   of   the   mo-,i 
service  to  die  countiy,  is  the  man   who    will 
p.\y  for  ills  own  lands,   pay  taxes  on  it  for 
the  support  of  government,  and  take  a  live. 
intelligent  interest  in  all   that  is  going  on 
about  him    just  as  his    Brazilian    neighbor 
does.     For  such  men   a  special   labor  law. 
like  the  one    now    in    lorce    which    makes 
him  a  sl.ive  in    everything    but    the    name, 
will  be    an    unbearable    injustice.        It    will

Eet    them 
insist  nn  the  repeal  of  that  obnoxious  loia(Cio 


dos  scnii(fls  law  and  all  other  labor  laws 
restricting  the  (ree  action  of  immigrants  aiul 
laborers;  let  them  insist  on  an  intelligible 
land  law  with  uniform  surveys,  titles  and 
registry:  let  them  insist  on  ihe  repeal  of  all 
special  favors  to  the  great  proprietors;  let 
them  insist  on  the  suppression  uf  the  (\% 
tax  un  transfers  and  llie  taxes  on  exports, 
especially  between  [irovinces  ;  and  then  let 
them  in.si,-,t  un  equal  civil  and  political 
righls,  without  regard  lo  birth,  Condition  or 
religion.  To  secure  these,  the  immigralion 
societies  of  the  country  will  have  all  they 
can  conveniently  attend  to  for  some  lime  lo 
come. 


Our  colleague  O  Paiz  has  undertaken 
to  call  attention  lo  the  bad  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  city  and  lo  rouse  the  authorities  to 
the  necessity  of  adopting  measures  for  iis 
permanent  improvement.  The  object  is  so 
necessary  and  so  good  that  one  feels  stronglv 
inclined  lo  overlook  the  many  omissions  and 
objectionable  suggestions  in  the  discussion 
for  fear  of  prejudicing  that  which  is  good  and 
commendable.  The  Paiz  verv  rightly  calls 
attention  to  the  filthv  condition  of  various 
streets  the  exi>t'.;nce  of  unhealthy  establish- 
men  is  wiiiiin  thickly  [loinilated  districts, 
and  the  miserable  condition  and  surrouml- 
ings  of  the  dwellings  inhabited  bj  the  poorer 
classes.  .Ml  lliese  comlitions  are  highly 
unfavorable  to  luildic  liealth.  To  improve 
mailers,  it  is  suggested  that  measures  be 
taken  to    iui|)rove    the    lo. ,  1    siip|jly,     water 
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reach    liic     disease,'      It    is    suggested    that 
the  streets  he  siraighlened,  better  paved  and 
lined    with    shade    trees,    but  wlien  this  is 
done  what  is  to  jirevenl   the  tearing  up  ol 
the    p.ivement   ami   le.iviiig  it    so,    ami  the 
cutliiii:  down   of  llie  trees?      liotli  of  these 
thinL;s  are  dune  with  impunity.

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INSPECTION  CHARGES. 
Some  time  .since  a  complaint  was 
10  the  government  regarding  an  alleged 
iieniand  on  one  of  the  London  sugar  factories 
companies  for  payment  for  inspection  ser- 
vices rendered  by  one  of  the  government 
agent's  inspectors.  The  charge  was  repeat- 
ed in  all  the  local  papers  and  was  made  tlie 
subject  of  olBcial  letters  to  Dr.  Fernandes 
Pinhciro.  In  conimf.n  with  others,  we  gave 
the  L-hargL-  and  expressed  an 
iHl  tlie  iiraclicc  mi  the  ground 
that  tlie  charge  was  unl  wiriMiiled  and  w.is  ■ 
;in  unjust  and  unneccs^.irv  burden  upon  the 
comi)aiiics  interested.  In  ri^sjiecl  to  this 
matter  we  have  just  received  the  following 
letter  from  the  inspector  accused,  which  we 
publish  in  full.

In  view  of  these 
flagrant  impositions  the  Singer  company  asked  to 
have  the  trademark  regi.stry  of  Messrs,  John 
Shaw  &  Co.  annulled  and  that  they  be  prohibited 
from  the  further  use  of  the  Singer  trademark.

—  Il  is. said  that  the  Quixada  reservoir  coin- 
mis'.ioii  has  lieen  revived  ami  that  Dr.  J.  j.  !\cvy 
leaves  for  Ceara  early  next  month  to  resume  the 
work  suspended  about  one  year  ago.  Allbough 
grave  accusations  were  made  againsi  this  gentle- 
man by  his  first  assistant,  which  were  aflerivards 
reiterated  by  an  engineer  sent  there  to  inquire  into 
the  charges,  nothing  seems  to  have  been  done 
either  to  prove  or  disprove  the  charges.  And  now 
the  government  sees  fit  to  overlook  the  whole 
matter  and  to  send  Dr.  Revy  back  to  continue  the 
woik.  Verily,  liie  favoritism  of  those  in  power  is 
a  law  unto  ilself,  and  above  all  other  law  ! 

— A  serious  accident  occurred  on  the  Sanla 
Thcreiia  tramway  nearly  in  front  of  the  Sanla  Tlie- 
reza  hotel  on  llie  night  of  the  2otli  insi.  A  tram 
was  coming  down  the  gra<ie  Inward  llie  cily  with 
aiioui  20  passengers,  and  when  luining  the  curve 
in  Rua  Junquilho,  il  jumped  the  track  and  ran  full 
speed  into  a  tree  and  wall  at  the  side,  smashing  the 
tram  and  injuring  nearly  every  passenger  on  board. 
Several  hones  were  broken,  two  passengers  having 
double  fractures,  and  all  sustained  more  or  less 
severe  bruises.  Plie  prime  cause  seems  to  have 
been  the  carelessness  ol  the  driver  and  coinhiclor 
in  rouiuliiig  a  down  grade  curve  at  so  great  a 
speed,  and  without  a  single  brake  on.  No  attempt 
wduitever  seems  lo  have  been  made  to  use  the 
brake.  Of  course  the  driver  ihsappeared,  but  the 
police  have  since  pionounced  hiiii  blameless. 


CliARl.KSTON  received  last  week  the  first  cargo 
of  coJTee  imported  direct  from  Brazil  by  the  Charles-
